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New Congress Faces 
Personnel Problems 





OUR outstanding service problems 
face the incoming Congress, which 
convenes in extra session on Monday at 
the call of President Hoover. They are: 
(1) Pay revision upward for the 
Services. 

(2) Promotion acceleration for offi- 
cers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

(3) Continuation of the housing pro- 
gram for the Army and public works 
plans of the Navy. 

(4) Determination of the  responsi- 
bility for aerial coast defense control. 

Joint Pay Action Seen. 

It is generally believed in Congres- 
sional circles that a Joint Committee of 
the Senate and House will be created 
in the extra session in time to enable 
its members to start a study of the 
recommendations of the Joint Army- 
Navy Pay Board. Both Senator Reed 
and Representative James have declared 
themselves in sympathy with the project 
and will sponsor resolutions to create a 
committee, 

The members of the Joint Committee, 
when created, will probably be Senators 
teed, Greene, Fletcher, Hale and Swan- 
son for the Senate and Representatives 
James, Ransley, Quin or McSwain, Brit- 
ten and Vinson for the House. There has 
been some informal suggestion that the 
Appropriations Committee be repre- 
sented on the House side by Representa- 
tive Barbour or French. The attitude of 
the House members is expected to de- 
cide this point. It is admitted that 
either Representative would be invalu- 
able on any committee of this kind. 

Promotion Plans in Air. 

The promotion prospects during the 
extra session hinge upon the decision 
reached by Congress in respect to the 
passage of any legislation except tariff 
and farm relief. It is believed that 
Senator Hale will try to get the Senate 
to act on the Navy Line and Marine 
Corps Personne! bills in the form they 
were reported to the Senate last session 
after passing the House. Then, if the 
Senate acts, the House can pass the 
measures by taking them from the

Joint Pay Board Approves Principles 





ITH the full membership present, the 
Joint Army and Navy Pay Board met 

on April 12 after a recess of nine days. 
Two outstanding developments marked 
the meeting. The full board formally 


adopted the basis of principles on which 
recommendations will be based. The 
board then decided to name two major 
subcommittees, one to handle the prob- 
lems affecting the officer personnel and 
the other those of the enlisted men and 
nurses, 
Cooperation Evident. 

The cooperative spirit that has marked 
previous sessions was again in evidence 
and the indications now are that testi- 
mony, oral or written, will be dispensed 
with and that the work will be expedited 
to the extent that the report and rec- 
ommendations will be ready whenever 
the Joint Congressional Committee is 
created. 

The general basic principles which 
will govern the board in its recommen- 
dations for pay legislation, tentatively 
agreed upon at the meeting of the full 
board on April 3, were formally accepted 
when the board convened after its nine- 
day recess. 

It is recognized that departures from 
these principles incident to differences 
in existing laws governing promotion 
may be necessary in the application of 
these principles to the various services 
in the preparation of new pay legisla- 
tion. 

Enunciate Principles. 

The principles are as follows: 

(a) Rental and subsistence allowances 
should be consolidated with pay into a sin- 
gle item designated as “pay”. 

(b) Pay should be based fundamentally 
on the _ responsibilities inherent in the 
grade held and on the normal service to be 
expected of an officer holding such grade. 

(c) A base pay should be established for 
each grade with increments for length of 
service therein. 

(d) When government quarters are fur- 
nished an officer a rental value should be 
deducted from his pay. 

(e) No officer should receive more pay 
than any other senior to him. 

(f) Pay should be adequate, based on 
the current purchasing value of the dollar, 
to enable an officer at all times to give his 
best thought to the service rather than to 
problems of existence, 

(g) The pay of officers of higher grades 

should be commensurate with the dignity 
and responsibility of their position, and 
should be comparable to the remuneration 
of a successful career in civil life. 
_(h)_ The pay of any person on the re- 
tired list should be based upon the pay of 
persons of like grade on the active list at 
the rate prescribed by the law governing 
his retirement. 

(i) Retired personnel on active duty 
should receive the pay they would receive 
if on the active list. 

(j) Travel allowances should be regulated 
so as to reimburse the officer, as equitably 
as possible, for the different classes of 
travel performed. 

(k) The pay of warrant officers and 
commissioned warrant officers, appointed 
after years of enlisted service and whose 
further promotion is restricted, should be 
determined without regard to that of com- 
missioned officers. 

(1) Pay of nurses should be based on 
the remuneration for similar service in 
civil life with retirement provided for phys- 
ical disability incurred in line of duty, as 
well as for length of service. 


Enlisted Pay For Service. 


(m) Pay of enlisted men should be based 
on length of service and the nature of the 
duties prescribed for the grade or rating 
in which serving. 

(n) To avoid confusion and multiplicity 
of decision, the laws governing pay should 
be drawn in explicit language and should 
atte for a simple system of administra- 
ion. 

The foregoing principles are not in- 
tended to affect the right of officers regard- 
less of rank to receive special compensa- 
tion while performing duty involving extra 
hazard as determined by the Congress.

State Promotion-Pay Policy 
(LOINCIDENT with the drafting of 

4 general principles by the Joint Pay 
Board, the Infantry Association has an- 
nounced the following statement of 
policy on promotion and pay: 

General Policy. 
I. A reasonable promotion system which 


assures a career to every officer who makes 
xood, and an adequate pay schedule which 
assures a decent and comfortable living to 
every officer as long as he is in the Serv- 
ice, whether on the active or the retired 


list, are both indispensable factors in main- 
taining an effective Army with a fighting 
spirit and a high morale. 

II. An adequate pay schedule, with stag- 
nation in promotion, is a condition which 
may be satisfactory to the man who is 
simply looking for a job, but it fails to 
attract to the Army the young man who 
has ambition and the ability to realize his 
ambition, 

Iif. A reasonable promotion § system, 
with inadequate pay, makes the Army at- 
tractive to the man of outside income, but 
is a condition that is practically impossi- 
ble for the man who must live on his pay. 

IV. A reasonable promotion system 
which offers a career, combined with an 
adequate pay schedule which assures a 
livelihood, makes the Army attractive to 
the intelligent, industrious, and ambitious 
young man, and is the condition which 
must exist in our Army. 

V. At the present time Army officers 
are faced with stagnation in promotion 
and they are trying to live on an inade- 
quate pay schedule. Early remediai legis- 
Jation for both promotion and pay is essen- 
tial, 


Promotion. 
1. The princip'e of equal opportunity for 
all officers and special legislative privileges 


for none must apply to any new system 
of promotion which may be adopted for 
the Army. 

Nothing is more destructive in its ef- 
fects on personnel than special privileges 
set up by statute for particular branches 
of the Army. More than a century of 
experience fully demonstrates the truth 
of this. 

2. The fundamental principle’ that 
General Pershing enunciated in his testi. 
mony _before a joint session of the Senate 
and House Committee on ‘iilitary Affairs 
on November 1, 1919, when he stated, “It 
seems to me the question of Army organi- 
zation and promotion ought to be sepa- 
rated once and for all,” should be adhered 
to and applied in any new system of pro- 
motion. 

Promotion is definitely tied to organiza- 
tion whenever the number of officers in 
any grade is determined by the total com- 
missioned strength of any branch. Gen- 
eral Pershing pointed out in his testimony 
how destructive it has been in the past 
Whenever promotion has depended on the 
number of officers in a branch of the 
Army. Especially Cestructive is it to pre- 
scribe a minimum percentage for any

Aviation’s Role Is 
Shown in Maneuvers 


By M. H. McINTYRE. 
RACTICAL demonstration of the part 
aviation will play in naval warfare 
of the future, on a scale never before 
attempted by the U. S. Fleet, was given 
during the recent maneuvers of the Bat- 

tle Fleet off the Panama Canal. 
Epochal in its significance, though 
carried out exactly as laid out in the 
theoretical plans of strategy drawn up by 
the naval heads far in advance of its de- 
velopment, the role of aviation in 2 
major operation, with something approxi- 
mating adequate carrier tonnage, was 

given its first real test. 
Air Carriers Proficient. 


Official reports of the maneuvers have 
not been made public by the Department 
but official comment, as voiced by Secre- 
tary Adams and Admiral Hughes, Chief 
of Naval Operations, demonstrates that 
the two big carriers, the Lexington 
and Saratoga, with the 140-odd planes 
they carried, performed the missions as- 
signed them most satisfactorily, every 
phase of the operations being conducted 
with a smoothness and efficiency un- 
dreamed of a few years ago. Unofficially 
it is understood the official critique at the 
close of the maneuvers brought out high 
praise from the flag officers of the con- 
duct of the flying units and a keen ap- 
preciation of the importance the Navy 
attaches to this branch of the fighting 
forces afloat. 

Unofficial reports of the air maneuvers 
tell a story of the theoretical problem 
that stirs the imagination like those of 
our forebears were stirred by the first 
major operations of the steam ships. 

Possibly the crux of the problem was 
found in the dash of the Saratoga, with 
her convoy, the Omaha, far below the 
equator to turn back toward the main 
body and at a speed of twenty-six knots, 
evade the “enemy” except two of the 
scouting ships, and arrive safely before 
daylight in easy flying distance of the 
canal. 

Early in the day, eighty-five planes 
swarmed off the mother ship still 150 
miles from their objective and from the 
open sea started “hell-bent” for the 
locks. At daybreak the brood was over

Arms Parley Plans Discussed 

| THE face of reports from abroad and 

others emanating from Washington 
on the eve of the opening of the meeting 
at Geneva of the preparatory commission 
for a disarmament conference, officials 
here and in London are maintaining dis- 
creet silence as to the possibility of new 
proposals being advanced to untangle the 
cruiser snarl that blocked an agreement 
at the last five-power parley. 

Some time ago stories were carried 
out of Washington to the effect that in- 
structions had been given the American 
delegates that limitation of naval arma- 
ment was outside the agenda and if such 
discussion was precipitated the entire 
question was to be referred to the State 
Department. 

Apparently these reports were some- 
what garbled. A fine distinction is 
drawn, This commission is interested in 
ways and means, a method which can be 
agreed upon to serve as a basis of prin- 
ciples for a future conference to work 
on. It is not to engage in any discus- 
sion of numbers of ships, amount of ton- 
nage or any specified terms of agree- 
ment. 

Under this interpretation the com- 
mission can take up for discussion any 
proposal that it may believe will lead 
to a basis of settlement. For instance,

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Editors Hold Divergent Views on Root 


FORECASTING a bitter battle in the Senate on the subject of U. S. entrance into 

the World Court, editors are divided on the question of whether adherence under 
the Root formula of withdrawal at will, is beneficial or hurtful. The newspapers 
which urged the League of Nations strongly support the plan, while those which 
hold “foreign entanglements” destructive to our. sovereignty as strongly oppose it. 


(THE Chicago Daily Tribune (Independent Republican) says: “Mr. Root’s formula 

for American entrance into the World Court is the compromise to be expected of 
a suppliant nation, the sort of proposition that the world might have tolerated of the 
United States when Mr. Root was Secretary of State. Coming at this time, the 
nations or the League recognize that Mr. Root is offering them a bargain. * * * The 
United States is faced with the duty on this occasion of repudiating the activity 
of its veterans. It may appear uncharitable but it is too great an indulgence for 
the United States to relinquish its independence and become a party to the feuds 
of Europe so that Mr. Root might be welcomed by the aristocracy of the old world.” 


‘THE Journal of Commerce (Commercial) remarks: “It begins to look as if the 

Senators who have stood solidly against adherence of the United States to the 
World Court—except on the basis of unacceptable reservations that they have re- 
fused to interpret, may yet checkmate the well-meant efforts of those who have 
tried to devise a formula that would meet their objections and permit the United 
States to become a member of the Court.” 


'PHE San Diego Union (Copley Press) maintains: “As Mr. Root and the gentlemen 

at Geneva have modified it, the agreement is that if the United States objects, 
and the objection is not sustained, the United States may withdraw from Court 
membership.” 


THE New York Telegram (Independent) comments: “World Court advocates are 

starting out in the wrong way to assure American adherence under the revised 
Root formula. This is regrettable. The United States should be in the Court. * * * 
Let the revised Root formula be presented to the American public and Senate 
honestly and not camouflaged as the fifth Senate reservation.” 


THE Syracuse, N. Y., Herald (Independent) views: “The mass of the American 

people must have learned with satisfaction that Elihu Root, in his double ca- 
pacity of an unofficial representative of the late Coolidge Administration and a 
master of international law, has worked out a formula that will facilitate American

HE Philadelphia Record (Independent Democratic) makes this point: “The 
World Court situation becomes nippingly interesting. Elihu Root has accom. 
plished his unofficial mission in a statesmanlike and workmanlike manner. * 
What Mr. Root has accomplished is an advance toward collaboration withoy: 
sacrifice of independence.” * * * a 


THE Washington Herald (Hearst Press) takes this view: “The greatest curse 
of the late war was not its cost in American lives and treasure. Its greatest 
curse was the production of a race of internationalists in the United States, people 
who spend their lives working to get us involved in more of Europe’s brawls. ' 
Now we have a new proposition from the League of Nations. Mr. Root 
proposes that we give up our right to absolutely prevent advisory opinions. Qyy 
representative * * * is to be allowed to protest against the giving of any advisory 
opinion that displeases us, but the World Court can go ahead and prepare its opinion 
over our protest. If we do not like it, we can withdraw from the Court. There. 
upon the opinion will be published to the world and the United States branded as ; 
quitter.” 


HE Providence Journal (Independent) believes: “The Root formula distinctly 

modifies the Senate conditions. It appreciably lessens the force of the fifth 
and most important—reservation. It takes from the United States the power to 
veto a proposal to ask the Court for an advisory opinion concerning a case in which 
this country has, or claims, an interest.” * * * 


HE Seattle Daily Times (Independent) asserts: “The success of Elihu Root's 

mission to Geneva, where he conferred with the international jurists on an ac- 
ceptable plan for America’s adherence to the World Court, justifies the confident 
predictions made. It was generally agreed that if any man could smooth out the 
differences caused by the United States reservation to the Court protocol it was 
Mr. Root. * * * The only danger to the success of the plan appears to be the pos. 
sibility that some nation may refuse to concur.” * * * 


HE Tacoma, Wash., Ledger (Independent) has this to say: “Reduced to an 
abstract proposition the greatly touted Root formula, which is said to have the 
sanction of Sir Cecil Hurst, to reconcile the Senate reservations to the World Court 
covenant with the views of the major States belonging to the League of Nations, 
is that, instead of the United States insisting that no advisory opinions upon Ameri- 
can affairs shall be rendered without our consent, we will be allowed to discuss the

Desire Curb on Comptroller 
T° enable the Secretary of War to ac- 
cept suitable bids by the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder on motor vehicles 


needed for the Army, the War Depart- 
ment has requested legislation removing 
motor transportation specifications and 
contracts from review or restriction by 
the Comptroller General. The Depart- 
ment in a letter to Senator Reed charges 
that the Comptroller General’s interpre- 
tation of existing laws makes adminis- 
tration “uneconomical” and “interferes” 
with the selection of types essential to 
efficient operation. 
The Secretary of War wrote: 


I submit herewith the following draft 
of a bill which I request be introduced 
in the Senate and enacted into law: 

“To regulate the procurement of motor 
transportation in the Army: Be it en- 
acted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America 
in the Congress assembled, That hereafter, 
in procuring motor vehicles for the public 
service, the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized, within any price limitations 
fixed by Congress, to award the contract 
to the bidder that the said Secretary finds 
to be the lowest responsible bidder offer- 
ing to furnish the motor vehicles that will, 
in the judgment of the said Secretary, 
most advantageously meet the requirements 
of the Government.” 

The applicable provisions of existing lw 
on the subject appear in Section 3709, 
R. S., which are quoted below: 

“All purchases and contracts for sup- 
plies or services, in any of the Depart- 
ments of the Government, except for per- 
sonal services, shall be made by advertis- 
ing a sufficient time previously for pro- 
posals respecting the same, when the pub- 
lic exigencies do not require the imme- 
diate delivery of the articles, or perform- 
ance is required by the public exigency, 
the articles or service required may be 
procured by open purchase or contract, 
at the places and in the manner in which 
such articles are usually bought and sold, 
er such services engaged between indi- 
viduals.” 

The changes that will be brought about 
in existing law by the proposed legislation 
and the effect of such changes, stated 
briefly, are as follows: 

It will remove from review and restric- 
tion, by the Comptroller General of the 
United States, those parts of specifications 
and contracts dealing with the types and 
standards of motor transportation to be 
procured and which the War Department 
has determined are the best for the needs 
of the service. 

I favor the passage of this bill for the 
following reasons: 

Under the existing law controversial is- 
sues have arisen between the War Depart- 
ment and the office of the Comptroller 
General over the propriety of requirements 
imposed by the War Department in its 
specifications for the purchase of motor 
vehicles. Decisions have tended to re- 
strict action and have rendered it impos- 
sible to take advantage of the experience 
gained by military motor transport agen- 
cies and technical experts. 

Interpretation of existing laws by the 
office of the Comptroller General interferes 
with selection and adoption of types of 
tested vehicles as standard or as substi- 
tute standard, which is essential to efficient 
and economical administration of motor 
transport operation. The question of the 





necessity for the adoption of standards for 
the various types of motor transportation 
to meet the peculiar needs of the Army 
is extremely important, especially when the 
problem of maintenance, the accumula- 
tion and issue of spare parts and the 
training of soldier personnel for repair and 
operation of the various vehicles are con- 
sidered. Without control of this question, 
each procurement adds another type to 
those already on hand, carrying with it 
complications of increased stock for re- 
pairs, difficulties in issuing parts when 
vehicles have become scattered through- 
out the Army, and training of men to take 
care of new types. Operation under the 
present difficulties is uneconomical and not 
as efficient as it would be if the restric- 
tions are removed by passage of the pro- 
posed legislation. telief appears to be 
possible only through legislation along the 
lines proposed. 


Air Travel Pay Sought 
‘VO authorize payment to Army per- 
sonnel of a per diem allowance for 
travel by air in lieu of reimbursement 
of actual travel expenses, the War De- 
partment has asked the Chairmen of the 
Military Committees to introduce the 
following bill: 
To amend further, Section 12 of “An act 





to readjust the pay and allowances of the 
personnel of 
Coast 
Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service,” approved June 10, 
1922, as amended, so as to authorize the 
allowance of actual necessary expenses or 
per diem in lieu thereof to service per- 
sonnel, for air travel on duty without 
troops. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
first paragraph of Section 12 of “An act 
to readjust the pay and allowances of the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast’ and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service,” approved June 10, 
1922, as amended by the Act of June 1, 
1926, be and the same is hereby further 
amended by adding thereto the following 
proviso, to wit: Provided, That for travel 
by air under competent orders on duty 
without troops, under regulations to be 
prescribed respectively by the heads of the 
departments concerned, members (includ- 
ing officers, warrant officers, contract sur- 
geons, enlisted men, flying cadets, and 
members of the Nurse Corps) of the 
services mentioned in the title of this act, 
and of the legally constituted reserves of 
said services while on active duty, and 
of the National Guard while in Federal 
service or while participating in exercises 
or performing duties under Sections 92, 
94, 97 or 99 of the National Defense Act, 
shall, in lieu of mileage or other travel 
allowances be allowed and paid their actual 
and necessary traveling expenses not to 
exceed $8 per day, or, in lieu thereof, per 
diem allowances at rates not to exceed 
$6 per day. 

Section 2. That the proviso in “An act 
making appropriations for the support of 
the Army for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1920, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved July 11, 1919, authorizing payment 
of actual and necessary expenses only to 
officers of the Army and contract surgeons 
when traveling by air on duty without 


commissioned and enlisted 
the Navy, 


Guard, Coast and 


Army, Marine Corps, 





troops, and all other laws and parts of 
laws in so far as the same are in conflict 
with this act, are hereby repealed, but 
nothing herein shall be construed to repeal 
or modify the provisions of Section 5 of 
“An act authorizing the construction, re- 
pair, and preservation of certain public 
works on rivers and harbors, and for other 
purposes.” 

In explaining the need for the measure 
the Secretary of War stated: 

The present law provides for reimburse- 
ment of actual travel expenses. at not to 
exceed $8 per day for travel by air under 
competent orders on duty without troops. 
The purpose of the bill is to extend the 
law so as to permit per diem allowances 
at rates not to exceed $6 per day, in lieu 
of reimbursement of actual travel expenses 
at not to exceed $8 per day. 

In every case, with two exceptions, 
where reimbursement of traveling ex- 
penses is authorized for personnel of the 
Army, there is a provision that a per diem 
may be paid in lieu of reimbursement. The 
exceptions are those of travel by air, and 
travel on Government transports. All 
civilian officers and employes of the Gov- 
ernment are given the alternative of reim- 
bursement of expenses or a per diem. Offi- 
cers of the Army repeatedly claim that for 
one reason or another they are unable to 
obtain reimbursement of legitimate and 
necessary expenses incurred by them. The 
enactment of the proposed bill would af- 
ford considerable relief.

TO STUDY GUARD UNIFORM. 

In connection with the issue of Maj. 
Gen. C. C. Hammond, Chief of Militia 
Bureau of the new roll collar uniform 
to the National Guard in 1930, advised 
the Adjutant General of the National 
Guard that these uniforms, coats and 
breeches, are being manufactured in 
tariff sizes as prescribed in A. R. 30-3050, 
the notice reads: 


It was the original idea to have the en- 
tire lot made up in regular tariff sizes in 


the ratio per thousand as shown in the 
above-cited Army Regulations, and make 
the issue to the States accordingly. This 


will be carried out in so far as the coats 
are concerned, as there should be no dif- 
ficulty in making proper fits with a dis- 
tribution factor of from 15 to 20 per cent. 
Sut there is doubt as to whether a proper 
fit can be made throughout the Guard from 
the straight tariff sizes in breeches, 

In order that a study of the matter may 
be made in this Bureau in time to effect 
such changes in sizes as appear necessary 
before the manufacture is completed, it is 
requested that you submit to this Bureau 
at the earliest possible date a list showing 
the number of breeches of each size listed 
in AR 30-3050 required to equip the 
Nationa Guard of your State at the present 
authorized strength plus 20 per cent. 





MUST FILE FOR DEPENDENTS. 

Officers and enlisted men claiming 
transportation for dependent children 
will be required to file a certificate, it 
was announced this week. The allowance 
of transportation for stepchildren, child- 
ren, or adopted children is provided for 
in the Act of February 21, 1929, which 
defines the terms “child,” and children.” 

The general form of the certificate will 
be as follows: 

“I certify that is my legiti- 
mate (adopted or step-child), is a mem- 
her of my household, is dependent in fact 
upon me for his (or her) support and 
that I maintain and support the child 
from my own resources.” 





TO PRESENT SHIP LUMBER. 

Material for the masts and spars for 
restoring the frigate Constitution will be 
formally presented to the U. S. Navy on 
April 16 at Seattle by the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association. 

The gift of nearly 75,000 feet of tim- 
ber, eight pieces being over 100 feet 
long, will be transported to Boston by 
the railroads without charge to the Navy.

Speaker’s table either under unanimous 
consent or suspension of the rules. It 
is understood that Representative Brit- 
ten and many members of the House 
Naval Committee favor_this procedure 

to expedite passage. 

The Army promotion impasse may be 
broken by an agreement between the 
leading Senate and House figures. The 
conferees reached a point last session 
where both sides knew what the other 
side would accept and it is thought that 
during the recess consideration of the 
problem will lead to further proposals 
looking toward amicable adjustment. 

Should the Senate and House mem- 
bers come together on a bill for ac- 
celerating Army promotion, the same 
procedure to secure its passage in the 
extra session could be followed as is 
contemplated in respect to the Navy and 
Marine Personnel bills. However, the 
attitude of some members of the House 
on this question is such that while ac- 
tion is possible, it is not probable be- 
fore the regular session. 

In respect to Army housing, Congress- 
man James has been visiting various 
Army posts during the recess and se- 
curing information to expedite the hous- 
ing program. He will undoubtedlly re- 
introduce the measure authorizing the 
expenditure of $15,000,000 for construc- 
tion at various Army posts which failed 
at the closing legislative jam last 
session. 

The Navy Department is desirous of 
securing the enactment of the Navy 
Public Works bill providing for the ex- 
penditure of some $18,000,000 for Navy 
and Marine Corps shore establishment 
construction. This measure passed the 
House, but failed with the personnel 
measures in the Senate. 

The Aerial Coast Defense Control 
Committee formed by Congress expects 
to take up the question as soon as pos- 
sible and plans a thorough study of the 
existing conditions providing for such 
defense. Although the subject is said 
at the War and Navy Departments to 
be in the process of solution by inter- 
Service agreement it is understood that 
legislators wish to fix the responsibility 
for control so clearly that no future mis- 
understandings can arise. 

There will be a number of other 
measures in which the Services are in- 
terested which will be introduced in the 
extra session should Congress decide not 
to limit action to farm relief and tariff 
consideration. 

Among these are the measures which 
failed of enactment last session, such 
as the bill providing for Educational Or- 
ders for manufacturers; for uniform 
allowance for Army officers’ equipment; 
for a Reserve Division in the War De- 
partment and minor legislation. 

There will also be some new legisla- 
tion, such as the authorization of ac- 
ceptance of suitable motor bids by the 
Secretary of War; the extension of the 
air travel compensation act; provision 
for allowing retired Army officers to 
enter the diplomatic or consular serv- 
ice; reimbursement to the War Depart- 
ment for costs and losses of arms and 
ammunition loaned to other Government 
departments. 





PROPOSE GOOD CONDUCT MEDAL. 

A bill proposed to the Chairmen of the 
Military Committees by the War Depart- 
ment would authorize the Secretary of 
War to award a good conduct medal to 
all enlisted men in the Army, who, upon 
completing three years of honorable 
service, are recommended by their com- 
manding officers for exemplary behavior, 
efficiency and fidelity. 





AMMUNITION SALE SOUGHT. 

An amendment to the Act of June 1, 
1926, is proposed by the War Department 
which would permit of the sale direct 
to the user of deteriorated and unserv- 
iceable ammunition, and of the buying 
new ammunition direct from the maker, 
thus eliminating agents. The proposed 
amendment would also allow the De- 
partment to separate the ingredients of 
deteriorated ammunition to a degree that 
would place explosives only in the hands 
of those trained in their handling and 
care.

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Aviation’s Role Is Shown 
(Continued from First Page) 
the Locks, launched their attack with 
practically no resistance from the defend- 
ing forces and “all hands” were back 
aboard the Saratoga for a late break- 

fast around ten o’clock. 

That this is an epochal period of 
“changing values” for which the Navy 
has been preparing since the World War 
was demonstrated by the outcome of the 
war games. While the battleships and 
other attacking forces were still far at 
sea, miles below the horizon, radio 
flashed out the news that the air forces 
had gotten through and the engagement 
was over. With an adequate guard of 
cruisers and destroyers, carriers a 
thousand or fifteen hundred miles from 
an objective on the morning preceding, 
can strike at daylight the next day. 

Shows Changes. 

Obviously this is but one side of the 
picture but it typifies the changes that 
are taking place as tactics, strategy and 
weapons are changed to meet this 
modern menace. 

It’s hard to imagine handling ninety- 
odd planes aboard ship but the crew of the 
big carriers handle their flock like a 
garage expert stowing cars away. During 
the maneuvers five squadrons aboard the 
Saratoga were brought up from the 
“hangars” and placed into position for 
the take-off with the ship darkened and 
in the face of a forty-knot wind. 

Once in position the whole outfit clears 
the deck in about 20 minutes and the 
landing, after an operation, is slowed 
down only by the time required to clear 
each plane from the landing gear. 

Aviation must have made a gallant 
showing. On several occasions the com- 
bined forces of the two carriers, nine 
squadrons, were in the air together, hover- 
ing over the fleet at high altitude and 
naval officials are highly enthusiastic over 
the sustained operation of the Fleet’s Air 
Forces, with only a few minor casualties 
marring their excellent performance. 


Rear Adm. J. M. Reeves, commanding 
Aireraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet, is given 
much of the credit for the remarkable 


record made by the fliers by departmental 


officials. 


Summarizing the attitude of all hands 
in giving credit to the aviation units is 


the following extract from a letter written 
by a civilian observer who made the 
cruise as representative of one of the 
larger aeroplane manufacturers: 

“T have just been in to say good by to 
Admiral Reeves and to congratulate him 
on the success of the cruise. I have been 
filled with admiration for the smooth and 
efficient manner in which these aircraft 
squadrons and the two earriers have 
worked together in the difficult and un- 
precedented operations in which they have 
been engaged. From the start of the 
cruise on January 15 up to the present, the 
140-odd planes based on the Saratoga and 
Lexington have flown a total of 5,677 
hours and a distance of approximately 
436,000 miles, making 2,379 deck landings. 
When you consider that all of this flying 
Was done over water in land planes, whose 
only possible landing place was the heaving 
deck of a ship, and nearly always in 
close formation, it speaks very well for 
everybody concerned that there were no 
serious accidents of any kind. I don't 
think that any of the pilots have even 
had a scratch, and the material damage 
to planes has been almost negligible, only 
a few blown tires and broken wheels. The 
only serious injury I have heard of on 
the cruise happened to a man in a boxing 
bout. Furthermore all of the missions 
undertaken have been carried out almost 
to perfection.”

For 
those junior units which are not in this 
category, 35,400 students have been au- 
thorized.

AMENDMENT of the Interstate Com- 

merce Act to allow railroads to

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NAVY MAY SEEK VICE-ADMIRALCY FOR AVIATION. 

‘REATION of another vice admiraley may be recommended to Congress at the 

next session by the Navy Department for aviation, While the matter has not 
been taken up officially there has been considerable serious discussion over the ad- 
visability of such a move, and its advocates are not by any means confined to flying 
officers. : = 

There have been suggestions made by Congressional leaders that indicate the pos- 
sibility of such a step being iniated “on the Hill” and many officers feel that the 
Navy itself should take the first step. 

Primarily, it is argued, it would be a recognition by departmental officials of the 
ance attached to aviation afloat and the additional rank would carry with it 
command of all the air squadrons of the U. S. Fleet. At present the ranking com- 
mand afloat is the command of the Aircraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet, and those who 
favor the higher rank contend that the importance of the constantly growing air 
activities justifies it. ; 

Recurrent suggestions have been made that the vice admiralecy in European waters 
be dispensed with and transferred to aviation. In the department itself it is recog- 
nized that the rank is all out of proportion to the force commanded. In fact many 
of the higher-ups would like to see the light cruiser that serves for his flagship 
assigned to the Battle Fleet where the shortage has been so acute. It is recognized, 
however, that this rank is necessary from a diplomatic standpoint and any serious 
suggestion of abandoning it would meet with prompt complaint from the State 
Department. 

On the other hand, this situation, which was headlined freely as a result of 
‘Admiral Magruder’s attack on the organization of the Navy, has never set any 
too well with certain influential members of the House and Senate-and should an 
agitation start for increased rank for naval aviation and the Department oppose it, 
an issue might be forced with the result in doubt. This is one of the reasons many 
officers advance for favoring initial action by the Department. 

In connection with these discussions there has been no little talk of what effect 
the creation of such a command afloat would have had on the reappointment of 
Rear Admiral Moffett for a third term as Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. The 
general opinion prevails that had there been such a command and had it been offered 
to him, his friends would not have been so insistent on having him retained as the 
head of the Bureau. They contended that his remarkable record entitled him to 
be retained and were “up-in-arms” over any suggestion of ordering him to the 
general board or to any command that did not carry with it recognition of his 
ability and accomplishment. In the event of the creation of an aviation vice ad- 
miraley by the next Congress it seems highly probable that the same influential 
backing that worked for his reappointment would insist that he be the first naval 
officer to receive it even though it meant his quitting the Bureau post and going 
to sea. 





QUESTION OF RETIRED OFFICER PAY ADJUSTMENT IS PROBLEM. 
NE of the important problems facing the Joint Service Pay Board and Congress 
in connection with Service pay revision is the adjustment of the pay of retired 
officers. Representative Harold G. Hoffman, who has shown great interest in Serv- 
ice problems, particularly those affecting retired officers, last session sponsored the 
following bill, which failed of passage: 
That in the computation of the percentage of active pay to be paid as retired pay under 


the provisions of the act of June 30, 1922, and the act of June 4, 1920, there shall be 
included all commissioned service which may be counted under existing law in the com- 
putation of the longevity pay and pay periods of the retired officers concerned: Provided, 
That no back pay shall accrue by reason of the passage of this act. 


He will probably either reintroduce the bill or call the attention of the Joint 
Congressional Committee to the question if the Service Pay Board recommendations 
do not fully cover the subject. 

Another measure has been suggested which would rectify the present situation, 
under which some retired officers receive about 25 per cent of the active pay of 
their grade, which amounts to about 17 per cent as allowances are not included. 

Following is a tentative draft of the suggested bill: 

se it enacted by the Senate and the House of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled, that retired officers of the Army shall be credited with service per- 
formed in the National Guard or Organized Reserves after retirement as is now allowed 
by law, for pay purposes for the same service performed before entrance into the Regular 
Arm) 





MARINE CORPS MEDAL DESIGN NOT “ARTY” ENOUGH. 
‘THE ability of the Marine Corps in the field of battle has never been questioned, 
but Marines in the field of art were forced to retreat and collect their scattered 
forces in a recent skirmish with the Fine Arts Commission. 

The Marines, sometime ago, evolved what it thought to be a fitting design for a 
medal to be given its officers and men who have done duty on various military ex- 
peditions. At the last meeting of the Fine Arts Commission the matter was sub- 
mitted for approval, but after study the Commission decided the Marine Corps 
idea of a medal did not coincide with that of the artists. The Corps is now endeavor- 
ing to find a way out of the difficulty, but as it has no artists of its own or an 
appropriation to hire one, dependence is put upon charitably inclined artists, one 
of whom has submitted several sketches. 





DAMON AND PYTHIAS OF AIR TOGETHER AGAIN. 
TS. ERIK NELSON AND JACK HARDING, who were the crew of the “New 
Orleans” on the first trip around the world by air, refused to be separated in 
civil life since both have resigned from the Air Corps. 

Nelson, the engineering officer of the Army’s around-the-world flight and credited 
with considerable of its success, and Harding, were six months making the around- 
the-world trip, which required 375 hours of actual flying. Four planes took off and 
only two completed the flight. 

Now they are together again, for Nelson is sales manager of the Boeing Airplane 
Company, one of the largest airplane factories in the world, and Harding is liaison 
engineer, making contacts between the factory and the Bocing pilots who fly a third 
of the distance around the world every 24 hours. 





FOREIGN ARMIES ASK FOR INFORMATION. 

‘HE tendency toward international cooperation between War Departments, and 
likewise the international prestige of the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, are exemplified in letters received recently by Lt. Col. Orvel Johnson, 
national secretary of that organization. The first is from Lt. Col. Liu, of the Sur- 
geon General’s Office, Chinese Nationalist Army, Nanking, and requests more than 
40 books, pamphlets and regulations on the organization and administration of the 
Medical Department, United States Army. The second is from the War Department 
Gener4 Staff, transmitting the request of the military attache of the Royal Italian. 
Embasgy for copy of the by-laws, and fundamental publications of the Reserve 
Officers* Association of the United States, and other data regarding the association.’ 

Both of the above requests have been complied with. 


ASK REMOVAL OF RESTRICTION ON DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 
FOLLOWING the removal of restrictions for retired Navy and Marine Corps of- 
ficers for diplomatic or consular posts by act of Congress last session, the War 
Department has inaugurated correspondence looking to removal of similar restric- 
tions now in force in respect to retired Army officers. 

Calling attention to the fact that the statute which prohibits Army officers from 
accepting such appointments was probably not intended to apply to retired officers, 
Secretary of War Good stated: 

“Many retired Army officers are particularly well qualified to render valuable 
services in diplomatic or consular posts and it would be to the advantage of the 
Government to utilize these services.” 

It is pointed out that the Rogers Act reorganizing the Foreign Service practically 
closes all appointments except in the highest and lowest grades to any but “career” 
men. Ambassadorships and Ministries at the top of the list and positions as cons 
sular agents, are the only appointive positions held open to retired officers. 

In connection with diplomatic posts, great pleasure was expressed in Service 
circles at the news that General Charles G. Dawes had been selected as Ambassador 
to Great Britain. Formal announcement of his appointment was made following 
an exchange of notes between the United States and British Government on the 
subject. 





BROTHERS HEAD ARMY AND NAVY SUPPLY DEPARTMENTS. 
JITH the appointment of Capt. Joseph J. Cheatham, U. S. N., as Paymaster 
General of the Navy to succeed Read Adm. Charles Morris on April 29, the 
Supply Departments of the Army and Navy are supervised by brothers as Maj. 
Gen. B. Frank Cheatham, is the Quartermaster General of the Army. It is believed 
to be the first time that two brothers have held those positions in Federal service. 
Capt. Cheatham has an excellent record of service. He is in charge of the Naval 
Supply Station, Naval Operating Base, Hampton Roads, Va. He was born in 
Beech Grove, Tenn., February 11, 1872, and appointed to the Supply Corps in 1894, 
Captain Cheatham served as assistant chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts from March, 1911, to April, 1914, when he became Fleet Paymaster of the 
Atlantic Fleet. In December, 1922, Captain Cheatham became a member of the 
United States Naval Mission to Brazil, where he served for two years. In 1925 
he was under instruction at the Army Industrial College, Washington, D. C., and 
later in that year took over his present duties at Hampton Roads.

(CONGRESS WILL MEET in extra session on Monday next. Under the agree- 

ment of the leaders, its work is to be confined to certain specified matters, such 
as farm relief and tariff revision. General legislation will be postponed to the 
regular session, unless pressure for action becomes overwhelming. 

We have talked over the prospects with the leaders and with the followers. The 
former admit that if the weather should prove pleasant during the summer, 
lengthy consideration of farm relief and tariff duties will occur and simultaneously 
demand will be made for action on other subjects. To prevent this development, 
only a few Committees of the House will be organized; those on Military and Naval 


Affairs will be kept quiescent. 


T WOULD SEEM that there is little prospect for the enactment of the promotion 

bills and for a new pay bill. But we are more optimistic than the surface indi- 
cations appear. The Senate has standing committees; Senator Reed will reintroduce 
his promotion bill, conferences, of course, will take place between the Senator and 
the House leaders, who are keenly interested in eliminating injustices in the Army, 
and even if the House Military Committee is unorganized, differences will be ironed 
out and the way will be paved for prompt action after Congress meets in Decem- 
ber. The Senate Naval Committee can act upon the Navy and Marine Corps bills, 
and perhaps the Senate will pass them. The House Committee, when it meets in 
December, will make a prompt report of the measures, and it is possible the Sea 
Services will receive a fine Christmas gift from the two Houses. 


HE HOUSE LEADERS, we are glad to report, are in entire sympathy with the 

plan to give decent pay to the Services. The appointment of an Interdepart- 
mental Board was the direct result of suggestions that came from them. It is 
proposed to have this report and supporting data ready for consideration by a Joint 
Commission of the two Houses. That Commission can be created; the bill for the 
purpose will be reported favorably to the House by the Rules Committee, which 
will be one of the few committees organized. The Commission besides receiving the 
results of the Board’s investigation, may call witnesses, and will give consideration 
to the information which is being collected by the Army and Navy Journal. Per- 
sonal experiences will be of the utmost importance in supporting the bare facts 


which the Board will present. So send us your views! 


T IS OUR expectation from the talks we have had with the leaders that first the 


promotion bill will be enacted and then the pay bill. Many members of Congress 
are not familiar with the pay system; some of them believe that pay is determined 
by the grade occupied and not by length of service, as is the fact. 

In order to prevent confusion, it is considered desirable first to solve the promotion 
problem. It is becoming realized more and more that the two matters are joined 
together, and that the way to bring contentment to the Services is to act promptly 
on both of them. We who are in close touch with he Army and he Navy know that 
conditions demand that these steps be taken without loss of time. We feel, too, 
that the country is in sympathy with this point of view. So, to Congress we appeal 
for action. 


E ARE HOPEFUL, too, that the Joint Congressional Commission will do some- 

thing about retired pay. The cost of living has mounted, but retired pay has 
not changed. The men who are drawing it gave their lives to the profession of 
arms, most, if not all of them, rendered superb service during time of war. We are 
sure from what has been said to us that this matter will be given consideration by 
the Commission. Another thing that should be done is to remove the prohibition 
against retired officers working for private corporations. Both Houses displayed 
sympathy with this proposal in the last Congress, and we believe the new Congress 
will have a like feeling. 


HE PREPARATORY DISARMAMENT COMMISSION has reassembled in 

Geneva. Those on the ground admit that little can be done until the British 
Parliamentary elections have been held. If anything were to show that politics rule 
in international as well as national affairs, this admission does so. Count von 
Bernstorff is most anxious for world disarmament on the ground that only through 
such action can the Kellogg Treaty outlawing war be made effective. The real 
reason, which he carefully suppressed, is that Germany was disarmed by the 
Versailles Treaty and wants to obtain equality by the scrapping of weapons by 
other nations. Selfishness will dominate at Geneva as it has always dominated at 
peace or disarmament conferences. Fortunately, the American Commission has 
received instructions which will prevent the United States being placed at further 
disadvantage upon the seas. 


i ORDER TO make the policy of allowing leaves of absence to Navy officers before 

retirement or resigning more liberal, the Navy Department has under considera- 
tion a plan whereby officers would receive their accumulated leaves up to four 
months. 

The practice in the past has been to allow such officers two months of their ac- 
cumulated leaves and to retire officers for physical disability without giving them 
advantage of accumulated leaves. One of the main advantages of this contemplated 
plan would be to give officers the longer benefit of regular pay during the period 
of leave, before going on retired pay. If this plan is inaugurated it will put the 
Navy’s policy in this respect on a par with the policy of the Army which allows 
four months,

A REPORT was received by the War

considered this the end of the Indian 
war.

A plan was proposed to the U. S. Sen- 
ate to lift vessels bodily out of the 
water and place them on trucks of pe- 
culiar construction and transport them 
bodily across the Isthmus of Darien on 
a railroad with eight tracks and sixteen 
rails, This plan was proposed when dis- 
couraging reports were received on a 
plan to build a canal across the Isthmus. 


The Sabine was fitted out at the New 
York Navy Yard to carry the graduating 
class of midshipmen on a cruise.

(Continued from First Page) 
grade or grades and then. in order to meet 
this minimum, to authorize officers to be 
promoted at a rate faster thin set forth 
in any schedule of years of service that 
may be adopted 

3. In accordance with the principle that 
General Pershing enunciated, promotions 
up to and including the grade of colonel 
should be made according to a schedule of 
vears of service. This schedule should be: 
Three years to first Heutenant, seven years 
o captain, fourteen years to major, twenty 
years to lieutenant colonel, and twenty-six 
vears to colonel. No exception to these 
rates should allow faster promotion for 
any branch. 

These rates are only 
laws prescribe for the Veterinary Corps, 
and are practically the same as those 
which have appeared in recent bills con- 
sidered by Congress.

But, in order that the older 
Micers who entered the Regular Army 
during the World War period may not be 
deprived of careers, they should be ex- 
cepted from the operation of the 15 per 
cent limitation: also, no branch should 
suiler a shortage of officers in the two 
higher grades then there are officers in 
that branch who would otherwise qualify 
fer promotion under the schedule. Officers 
promoted in accordance with either of these 
rules should become extra numbers in the 
grades to which they are promoted. and 
should not be charged against the 15 per 
cent limitation. 

The 15 per cent limitation does tie pro- 
motion to organization as far as the total 
commissioned strength of the Army is 
cencerned, and to that extent is a depar- 
ture from the principle stated by General 
Pershing. Some departure from General 
Pershing'’s principle is, however, necessary 
in order to avoid having too many col- 
onels and lieutenant colonels on the active 
list of the Army. But the effect of the 
15 per cent limitation should be confined 
te the active list, so that if any officer 
whose promotion is deferred by the limita- 
tion is retired, he will be retired in the 
grade to which his years of service entitle 
him. The Committees on Military Af- 
fuirs of both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives have accepted the. princi- 
ple of the 15 per cent limitation in the 
combined grades ef colonel and lieutenant 
ecolonc!l. 

The older officers who came into the 
Regular Army during the World War pe- 
ried should have the benefits of the plan 
adopted by the Committees on Military 
Affairs of both Houses of Congress, which 
authorizes the promotion, after 20 years’ 
service, of majors who are over 52 years 
old, regardless of the 15 per cent limita- 
tien. Such efficers should be carried as 
extra numbers, thereby not blocking the 
promotion of other officers. This is also 
an expedient to meet a temporary condi- 
tion. 


When the 
into effect on July 1, 
officers of the same 
the various branches of the Army did not 
#s a rule bear any proper relationship to 
the total number of officers in the 
branches. Consequently, we find now a 
great difference in the number of senior 
offvers in some branches. Particularly is 
there a difference between the Cavalry at 
one extreme and the Air Corps at the 
other. Since July 1, 1920, procurement 
for all branches has proceeded on the 
principle of a proper ratio of officers for 
each branch. Until the effect of this 
balanced procurement plan has had time 
to be felt in the two higher grades (prob- 
ably until 1945) a temporary exception to 
the 15 per cent limitation should be 
adopted, so that, for example, Cavalry offi- 
cers would not block the promotion of 
Air Corps officers who have completed the 
prescribed years of service, This excep- 
tien should authorize the promotion of 
officers of any branch who complete 20 
years’ service and whose promotion to 
lieutenant colonel would otherwsie be de- 
ferved because of the 15 per cent limita- 
tion if there are less than 9 per cent of 
the officers of that branch in the combined 
grades of colonel and lieutenant colonel. 
This is another expedient to meet a tem- 
perary condition. 

5. There should be no limitation on the 
total number of field officers. 

The mission of the Regular Army under 
the National Defense Act of June 4, 1920, 
makes it possible to employ in appropri- 
ate assignments a very much larger num- 
ber of field officers than was possible before 
the National Defense Act was enacted. 
General Summerall made this clear in his 
testimony before the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. ;

number of years of service, not exceeding 
30 years, when the number of field. officers 
excecds 40 per cent of the total number 
of officers on the promotion list. 

The effect of such a provision would be 
to keep the Arm from becoming top- 
heavy with field officers. In 1927, the 
General Personnel Board recommended a 
maximum of “0 per cent in field grades. 
Without accepting the principle of hav- 
ing a maximum, per cent may be taken 
to fix a reasonable number of field officers 
under existing conditions in our Army. 
Making possible voluntary retirement of 
field officers would strongly tend to keep 
down the number of such officers to about 
40 per cent of the total number of officers 
on the promotion list. 

7. Offacers on the retired list should have 
the title and be allowed to wear the uni- 
form of the "ighest grade in which they 
have served. 

8. Officers on the retir.d list should be 
equally eligible with other citizens of the 
United States to accept civil office or em- 
ployment, without impairment of their re- 
tired status or their retired pay.

nature of the military profession 
and the mission of the Regular Army wun- 
der our present national military policy 
demand that the Army attract to its serv- 
ice young men of education and character 
who will develop into leaders upon whom 
the people can rely in time of war or other 
national emergencies. 

General Summerall has said “An army 
differs frem any other instrumentality of 
the Government, except the Navy. My 
concept of an army is that its mission is 
to engage in war, when war is necessary, 
and to gain peace which the agencies of 
peace of the Government have lost. It 
must be organized and imbued with the 
spirit that will engage in battle and that 
will win victory.” 

2. The conditions of service in the Reg- 
ular Army are such that, if the Army is 
to be effective, Army officers must devote 
all of their efforts to the study of their 
profession and the performance of the 
work that is necessary for the mainte- 
nance of an efficient military force and the 
support of a sound and safe military policy 
for the country. 

3. Army officers at ail times and in all 
places represent the Federal Government. 
This is a fact which the people themselves 
have determined. The officers, therefore, 
must actually live in a status commensu- 
rate with that fact, and must be able fi- 
nancially to associate with people ir civil 
life who hare a corresponding status. 

Rear Admiral David Potter, former Pay- 
master General of the Navy, said, 
“Whether the Navy likes it or not, the 
civilian world expects naval officers to live 
in a way that perhaps not more than a 
small part of the werld’s population can 
live It expects the naval officer to live 
in a better way than by far the greater 
part of mankind can live.” These remarks 
are just as true of the Army officer as 
they are of the naval officer. The pay 
schedule for the Army must recognize this 
fact. 

4. The pay 


1. The 


schedule of 1908 was only 
sufficient to meet the necds of Army of- 
ficers at that time and for the few years 
immediately following thereafter. 

The pay schedule of 1922 did not change 
the 1908 schedule to correspond with the 
decreased value of the dollar in 1922. There 
is available a mass of incontrovertible data 
to prove that the 1922 pay schedule is in- 
adequate; that, to the detriment of their 
effficiency, officers are forced to worry over 
this inadequacy and to spend time and 
energy in trying to compensate for it by 
going into debt or by applying their own 
efforts or those of members of their fam- 
ily to earning more money: and, finally, 
that in many instances the inadequacy 
causes distinct hardship. 

5. A new pay schedule should be suf- 
ficient to meet the necds of Army officers 
at the present time, bascd on the present 
value of the dollar. 

The shrinkage in the value of the dol- 
lar is a matter of common knowledge. Gov- 
ernment statistics show accurately and in 
detail what this shrinkage has been since 
1913, at which time the 1908 pay schedule 
was in force. 

}. A new pay schedule should provide 
that the officer who is retired for physical 
disability or after thirty years or more of 
service shall have 73 per cent of the com- 
pensation which he was drawing at the 
time of hia retirement. 

Pay and allowances combined are the 
compensation which is necessary to mect 
the needs of an officer on the active list. 
Seventy-five per cent of this compensa. 
tion is the amount which is necessary to 
meet the needs of the officer when he is on 
the retired list. 

Every officer upon entering the Army 
appreciates the vital factor of retired pay. 
It is one of the principal of the material 
inducements that attract young men to 
the Army. On the surface, it appears that 
the present retired pay is 75 per cent of 
the active pay. Under the present law 
this is not true. Based on active pay and 
allowances, the retired pay under present 
conditions is: For a colonel of over thirty

Want Photo Limitation 
EGISLATION to prohibit the making 
of photographs, sketches or maps of 
vital military and naval defensive in- 
stallations and equipment has been asked 
by the War Department. The penalty 
for disregarding such prohibition would 
be a fine of not more than $1,000, im- 
prisonment for one year or both. An- 
other section provides that the Presi- 
dent shall define certain vital installa- 
tions or equipment as requiring pro- 
tection and that thereafter no photo- 
graphs, etc., shall be made without the 
permission of the commanding officer 
or higher authority. The product ob- 
tained must be submitted to such com- 
manding officer for censorship, the pro- 
viso adds, 

In requesting action, the Secretary of 
War stated: 

There is no existing law which will 
accomplish the results sought by this pro- 
posed bill. 

The provisions of this bill are in accord- 
ance with approved action of the Joint 
Board, which action was taken because 
both the War and Navy Departments feel 
that prohibitory means of this nature have 
become necessary in the interest of Na- 
tional Defense. 

It is not desired to restrict the proper 
taking of photographs by responsible mo- 
tion picture companies, but, on the other 
hand, the recent progress of aviation makes 
it necessary to arrive in the near future 
at a working rule which will prevent pic- 
tures of important elements of our Na- 
tional Defense installation from falling into 
the possession of persons who, either 
through ignorance of their significance or 
hostile intent, would permit them to be 
used to the detriment of the United States. 

If this legislation be enacted into law, 
it is the present intention to make it effec- 
tive through the issuance of an Executive 
Order which will designate certain vital 
military and naval installations and equip- 
ment which require protection against the 
general dissemination of information rela- 
tive thereto. These installations and equip- 
ment, in general, will be: 

a. For the Army: Those of the Panama 
Canal Zone and the more important coast 
artillery forts of the United States, con- 
tinental and overseas. 

b. For the Navy: Those of the Panama 
Canal Zone, of certain important ports 
and details of the flying decks of aircraft 
carriers.

Ask Arms Reimbursement 
Legislation which would provide reim- 

bursement for loss, and for the cost of 

shipment of arms and ammunition when 
issued to other departments by the War 

Department has been suggested by the 

War Department. 

The suggested bill contains the proviso 
that the cost of all ammunition, and the 
cost of replacing lost equipment, and the 
cost to the War Department of making 
and receiving shipments, shall be credited 
to War Department funds by transfer from 
the funds of the departments concerned. 
The effect of the proviso is to relieve the 
War Department in the future of costs 
against its appropriation for small arms 
and ammunition. The War Department 
will continue to transfer without reim- 
bursement such arms and ammunition as 
may be surplus.

APT. WILLIAM M. CROSE, U. S. N., 

ret., died at the Naval Hospital, San 
Diego, Calif., April 3, 1929. Born in In- 
diana Feb. 8, 1867, Captain Crose was 
graduated from De Pauw University and 
entered the Naval Academy in 1884, grad- 
uating four years later. 

For more than two years Captain Crose 
was governor of American Samea. During 
the first year of the World War he com- 
manded the U. S. S. North Dakota and was 
sent from that command to the command 
of the Naval Training Station at Hamp- 
ton Roads, where 13,000 men were sta- 
tioned at the time. He was awarded the 
D. S. C. for his war service. Later he 
became commandant of the 16th Naval 
District, with headquarters at Cavite, Phil- 
ippine Islands. In 1923, after 39 years of 
active service, he retired from the Navy 
and took up his residence in Coronado, 
Calif. 

Taking an active interest in the civic 
affairs of that city, Captain Crose became 
mayor two years ago, but failing health 
forced him to give up the office some time 
ago. He had been a patient at the naval 
hospital for about three months. 

Capt. Crose is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Edith W. Crose, and twe daughters, 
Miss Katherine Crose and Mrs. H. T. 
Stanley, all residing in Coronado, Calif., 
while a brother, Mr. B. B. Crose, resides 
in Los Angeles. 

Concerning the recent death of the Rt. 
Rev. Charles Henry Brent, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam €. Rivers, The Inspector General, U. 
S. A., 

“The passing of the Rt. Rev. Charles 
Henry Brent, in the fullness of his powers 
and midst scenes of Lausanne, where he 
had borne heavy responsibilities on two 
occasions representing his country, was a 
personal sorrow to many men, women and 
children in the Army with whom he had 
labored in common fields of endeavor, ac- 
complishment and sacrifice fer more than 
a quarter of a century. 

“\ list of the officers whom Bishop 
Brent had married or buried or whose chil- 
dren he had baptized during his long asso- 
ciation with the Army would be almost a 
roster of the officers before the Great War. 
Many Army men and women feel that they 
have lost an affectionate friend, wise coun- 
selor and beloved pastor.

He frequently 
said he hoped that if anyone should care 
to make a memorial to him, it take the 
form of an endowment for his Moro school 
on the Island of Jol in the South Philip- 
pines, a work he has carried on through 
his personal endeavor for 15 years, and 
which his Church never felt able to 
maintain. 

“A committee of Bishop Brent’s friends 
has been formed in New York to seek funds 
for the Mero boys’ school, and funds to 
start the school for Mero giris in Jolo, 
for which $30,000 for the buildings was 
donated several years ago. Gen. Pershing 
is honorary chairnmian of the committee, 
and Gen. Harbord vice chairman.”

Arms Plans Discussed 

(Continued from First Page) 
a concession on the part of Great Britain 
with respect to two categories of cruis- 
ers that would make possible a compro- 
mise on the divergent views on the 
needs for 10,000 and 6,000 ton cruisers, 
such as is now rumored, might well be 
taken up for discussion. Should an agree- 
ment in principle be reached the way 
would be open for working out the de- 
tails of such an agreement, ratios, total 
tonnage, etc., at another conference of 
the powers. 

That there is a possibility of such a 
development is not denied in official cir- 
cles and there seems to be some basis for 
the reports that specific instructions were 
given the American delegates in the final 
conferences with the President and Sec- 
retary Stimson. 

One thing seems assured. The ques- 
tion of parity on the seas is not one for 
further discussion. The American atti- 
tude is that this was settled at the Wash- 
ington conference and there will be no 
yielding on this point. In fact there is 
official resentment at the reiterated 
British comments that “England is will- 
ing to yield on the equality issue,” the 
American viewpoint being that that is 
an established principle and that Eng- 
land is no more in position to “yield” 
than is the United States. 





DESCRIBE AIR COOLING LIQUID. 

The liquid in the new cooling process 
for airplane engines recently developed 
in the Air Corps is Ethylene Glycol, 
it was announced this week by the War 
Department. 

The liquid used is known as Ethylene 
Glycol. When substituted for water in 
the jackets and radiators of an engine it 
can be operated at outlet temperaturés of 
300 degrees in stead 180 degrees Fahren- 
heit, permitting the use of a radiator of 
only about one-fourth of the size now ree 
quired. Ethylene Glycol is the first and 
simplest member of the class of polyhye 
dric alcohols. It is a clear, colorless, odors 
less fluid, boiling at 387 degrees F. and 
has a slightly sweetish taste. Its chemical 
formula is CH2OH. In structure and chare 
acteristics it resembles somewhat both 
ethyl aleohol and glycerol and occupies an 
intermediate position between the two. 


Due to its extensive use as an anti-freeze 


by the Automotive Industry, it has become 
commercially available at relatively rea- 
sonable prices. It is not a newly discovered 
liquid, but its use in connection with high 
temperature cooling is a new development, 
During the past winter this product was 
sold under a trade name at many garages 
und service stations as an anti-freeze.

FOR ENLISTED PAY CHANGE. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
with reference to the rates of pay for 

enlisted personnel of the Army, I be- 
lieve that ‘the rates of pay for the first 
three grades should have a happier pro- 
portion. The base pay for the three grades 
is as follows: Third, $72; second, $84; 
first, $126. When a man has to wait about 
10 years for promotion from one grade 
to the other, and then gets only $12 per 
month increase in the case of promotion 
from third to second grade, it makes it 
rather discouraging. This may not be 
true for all branches of the service, but 
it is about the average length of time in 
third and second grades for the Coast 
Artillery Noncommissioned Staff.

Comptroller Decisions 

A-25851. (S) Transportation—Household 
effects—Army Officer. The right to trans- 
portation of househeld effects accrues on 
the effective date of the orders to make 
a permanent change of station. The al- 
lowance to be shipped at public expense 
is that established for the rank held on 
such date, and a promotion in rank while 
the household goods are en route between 
the old and new permanent station does 
not increase the weight to be shipped at 
public expense. 





A-25034. (S) Pay—Navy Commissioned 
Warrant Officer—Service authorized to be 
counted. A Navy warrant officer (perma- 
nent) serving under a temporary appoint- 
ment as a lieutenant, by accepting a per- 
manent appointment as ensign November 
21, 1921, under the authority of Section 3, 
Act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 834, 835, 
vacated both his permanent warrant office 
and his temporary office of lieutenant. 

A Navy warrant officer (permanent) 
who, while serving under a temporary ap- 
pointment as lieutenant, on November 21, 
1921, accepted a permanent appointment 
in the grade of ensign in accordance with 
Section 3, Act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 
834, 835, and, thereafter, having been 
dropped from his permanent office of en- 
sign by reason of his failure to qualify 
professionally for promotion, immediately 
wus taken up in the permanent warrant 
officer status previously vacated, in accord- 
ance with Sections 3 and 4, Act of June 
4, 1920, 41 Stat. 834, 835, being at that 
time eligible for and subsequently was 
found qualified for and appointed to com- 
missioned warrant office from a date prior 
to the date of his being dropped from his 
permanent office of ensign, is to be re- 
garded as an officer “in the service on 
June 30, 1922, in determining his length 
of service for pay purposes, etc., the entire 
service on and after June 306, 1922, con- 
stituting by operation of law, active com- 
missioned service under a Federal ap- 
pointment. 


A-26436 (S) Transportation—Depend- 
ents—Army officer. An enlisted man in 
the Army discharged in order to enable 
him to accept an appointment as second 
lieutenant and ordered as such officer to 
proceed to another station for duty is an 
officer ordered to make a permanent change 
of station within the meaning of Section 
12 of the Act of May 18, 1920, 41 Stat. 604, 

A-9508. (S) National Guard—Armory 
drill pay. The claim of an officer of the 
Staff Corps and Departments, Natienal 
Guard, for armory drill pay, 1916 to 1920, 
may not be allowed under Section 109 of 
the Act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat. 209, and 
as amended by Act of June 4, 1920, 41 
Stat. 783 in the absence of satisfactory 
evidence showing that he attended drills 
as required by the law and regulations 
in effect at the time, 


A-26241. Pay of commissioned warrant 
officers—lU. S, Coast Guard. Under the 
saving clause, Section 4, of the Act of 
February 16, 1929. 45 Stat. 1187, the fact 
that the pay which a commissioned war- 
rant officer with creditable record was re- 
ceiving is greater than the pay to which 
entitled under the act, but the allowances 
he was receiving are less than allowances 
to which entitled under the act, does not 
preclude him from receiving saved pay 
and, at the same time, the allowance au- 
thorized in the act, so long as the limi- 
tation on the total of pay and allowances, 
prescribed in Section 2 thereof, is not 
exceeded: subject to these limitations an 
officer may continue to receive pay to 
which entitled under prior laws and be 
entitled also to rental and subsistence al- 
lowances computed on his pay period as 
determined under the act. 

The monthly base pay of warrant offi- 
cers prescribed in the Act of February 
16, 1929, 45 Stat. 1187 is saved to com- 
missioned warrant officers when it exceeds 
their pay as commissioned warrant of- 
ficers. 

In determining the monthly pro rata 
basis for reducing the allowances of a com- 
missioned warrant officer whose total pay 
and allowances exceed the limitations pre- 
scribed in Section 2 of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 16, 1929, 45 Stat. 1187, the 29th day 
of February of leap years is to be dis- 
regarded, the pro rata limitation on pay 
and allowances being the same whether 
February has 28 or 29 days. 


A-26025. (8) Mileage—Naval officer— 
Change of station. Where an officer on 
change of station is granted a delay en 
route to count as leave and upon report- 
ing at the new station and while on leave 
the orders are modified, he is entitled only 
to mileage under the modifying order. 

Transportation — Dependents—Navy of- 
ficer on change of station. An officer de- 
tached from one station and ordered to 
make a permanent change to another 
station with a delay, counted as leave, 
granted in reporting thereto, and while 
on leave receives orders changing the per- 
manent station to which he is to report, 
is entitled to transportation of his depend- 
ents only from the station from which 
detached to the last station to which or- 
dered and to which he reported.

years’ service, 62.5 per cent; for a lieuten- 
ant colonel of twenty-five years’ service, 
57.9 per cent; for a major of seventeen 
years’ service, 50.1 per cent; for a cap- 
tain of ten years’ service, 52.1 per cent; 
for a first lieutenant of eight vears’ serv- 
ice, 49.1 per cent: and so on. With a 
schedule of pay and allowances which is 
inadquate for the officers on the active list, 
the situation is still more difficult when he 
is retired. The principle of retirement, 
which began probably in the Army and 
Navy and is particularly essential in the 
Army and Navy, is now being extended to 
other branches of the Government and 
adopted very extensively throughout the 
industrial world. The general tendency is 
to liberalize retirement privileges. In the 
Army and Navy, however, the results of 
pay legislation have been in exactly the 
other direction. "his fact should be rec- 
ognized and corrected. 

7. A new pay schedule should conform 
to whatever promotion system may be in 
force. if a new promotion system based 
on a aschedule of years of service is 
adopted, then the pay and allowances 
should be based on grade as was done in 
1908; but if the present system of promo- 
tion is to be continued, then the pay and 
allowances should be based on pay periods 
as was done in 1922. 

It is important to realize that the ques- 
tions of promotion and pay are closely re- 
lated. They are in fact coordinate. Con- 
gress has plainly shown that it considers 
pay of the Army, of the Navy, of the Ma- 
rine Corps, of the Coast Guard, of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and of the 
Public Health Service a single subject that 
is not to be subdivided. An Army promo- 
tion system that would conform to the 
views that appear in the preceding col- 
umns of these pages would be sufficiently 
similar to the systems of the other serv- 
ices to make a great deal easier the task 
of working out a reasonable, uniform, and 
fair solution of the pay question. 

8 A new pay schedule should make no 
distinction between officers with and those 
without depend, nts. 

%. These general principles apply to 
Army nurses, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men, as well as to officers. 

“We submit that these views and pro. 
posals are sound. We ask the people and 
the Congress to study them, confident in 
the belief that they will accept them. We 
urge the Army to stand together in sup- 
port of them.” 

Analyze Army Pay Situation. 

An analysis of the Army Pay situation 
prepared for the Infantry Association from 
various letters received mostly from offi- 
cers of the Infantry follows: 

a. Most of the letters gave detail bud- 
gets which indicated no extravagant ex- 
penditure. 

b. There are exery indication that the 
letters represented actual conditions with 
no attempt to exaggeration. 

ec. One is convinced that the deplorable 
situation is far more general than the 
number of letters would indicate, 

d. It is believed that these letters by no 
means represent the most aggravated 
cases. 

e. The failure of the government to pro- 
vide medical attention for the dependents 
of officers on detached’ service is the 
source of great expense. 

The fact that a large proportion of of- 
ficers is engaged in this duty magnifies this 
situation. 

A number of cases are cited where 
temporary duty during the training pe- 
riods by both officers on D. O. L. and with 
troops forced them to maintain two estab- 
lishments to their financial detriment. 

Should Pay Discrepancy. 

There are cases where officers re- 
ceived more pay under the 1908 Schedule 
than they do at present under the 1922 
schedule. 

h. There is frequent mention of the 
fact that 1908 pay was more satisfactory 
than the present. 

i. The pay does not permit of accumu. 
lating money for cducation of children or 
for meeting responsibilities of the nature 
of caring for dependents not recognized 
by A. R. but which are normal in all walks 
of life. 

j. Officers on detached duty are com- 
pelled to belong to clubs in order to form 
the contacts necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of their official missions. 

k. In most cases commutation is inade- 
quate to provide quarters, heat, and light, 
serving to reduce the value of the pay of 
officers on commutation below that of 
those stationed on a post. 

1. There are cases where officers cannot 
take advantage of accrued leave due to the 
fact that their budgets will not permit of 
expenditures of such nature. 

m. There are frequent cases where 
either the officers or their wives have been 
compelled to engage in outside employ- 
ments in order to augment the inadequate 
army pay. In the cases of the wives this 
employment usually took the form of 
teaching or playing piano for dancing 
classes. One wife was so employed for 
three years and only gave it up on a doc- 
tor’s advice because it was injuring her 
health. In some cases the officers engaged 
in manual labor. 

Expenses Excessive. 

n. A number of letters stated that ac- 
cumulations of various amounts (as high 
as $5,000) which were possessed by offi- 
cers on entering the service had been ex- 
hausted in meeting legitimate obligations 
incident to the service for which purposes 
the Army pay should be adequate. 

o Many officers submitting budgets 
estate that they are only able to meet 
their expenses due to the fact that they 
have outside incomes. 

p. After the necessaries are obtained, 





the pay will permit of the purchase of 
furniture and household equipment of only 
the poorest quality, making it impossible 
to accumulate for future needs the charac. 
ter of belongings that are appropriate for 
the increased responsibilities of the offi- 
cers concerned. 

q. Mileage seldom pays the expenses to 
which an officer is subjected when trav- 
eling urder orders. 

r. Officers, both with troops and on de- 
tached service, are intimately thrown with, 
and supposed to occupy the same social 
status as, civilians who are able to give 
their children college educations. There 
were 4 number of officers up to and in- 
cluding the rank of colonel who either 
could not afford to do this or who were 
forced to go into debt in order to do it. 

s. The letters - ere filled with such ex- 
pressions as the following: 

(1) From a Lieutenant: “I am unable 
to accept advantageous assignments on ac- 
count of insufficient pay.” 

(2) From a Lieutenant: “One-third of 
my classmates (U. S. M. A.) have resigned 
and are much better off than I.” 

(3) From a Lieutenant: “My pay has 
been augmented by donations of money, 
presents and old clothes, for which I am 
grateful.” 

(4) From a Captain: “I know no of- 
ficer without outside means who is not in 
debt.” 

(5) From a Captain: “My boy needs 
new shoes, a new oyercoat, a raincoat and 
a new sweater. My wife needs a new pair 
of shoes, two pair stockings, two house 
dresses and an afternoon dress, an evening 
wrap and a new coat. Where are they 
coming from? I got a new dress shirt this 
month. My wife gets her shoes next 
month.” 

(6) From a Captain: “As much as ex- 
penses seemed to demand, we could not get 
up the courage to tell the children that 
Santa Claus was dead.” 


(7) From a Major: “T have four 
younger brothers who started life with an 
education as their only equipment. All 
four are now better off financially than 
I am.” 

t. It is a common practice to settle ob- 
ligations by borrowing money from banks 
and paying off notes by additional borrow- 
ing. 

One colonel states that a careful per- 
sonal investigation disclosed that 50 per 
cent of the officers in his regiment are 
unable to live on their pay and that 60 
per cent to 70 per cent of the officers on 
a large post are indebted to banks. 

A captain stated that he was on three 
officers’ notes for $250.00, $300.00 and 
$400.00. 

The pay is too small to permit of accu- 
mulating any fund to cover changes of 
station, sickness, ete., ete., which makes 
the above necessary. 

u. That this condition of indebtedness 
is common knowledge is demonstrated by 
the following clipping from the column of 
classified advertisements in the San Fran- 
cisco Call and Post of January 16, 1929: 

“See us for Quick Loans— 

“Easy payment plan; strictly confi- 

dential loans to salaried employees and 

ARMY OFFICERS.” 

v. The automobile is a necessity rather 
than a luxury. Both on posts and on de- 
tached service private cars are extensively 
used in the transaction of official business. 
One officer states that an accurate record 
of a total of 6,212 miles, 4,144 miles were 
traveled in the conduct of official business. 

The following is a clipping from the 
Washington Star: 

“World registration of automobiles to- 
taled 31,725,000 on January 1, of which 
24,750,000, or 78 per cent, were registered 
in the United States, according to the sta- 
tistical department of the American Mo- 
torists’ Association.” 

w. In six years’ command of a company 
one Captain had four Lieutenants who 
drew more pay than he did. 

3. The conditions portrayed in the let- 
ters referred to show conclusively the ur- 
gent need for pay legislation and lead 
one to conclude that: 

a. While customs of the Service de- 
mand that officers be classed as gentlemen 
and associate with gentlemen, the limita- 
tions of pay are such that this status can 
be maintained only at the expense of con- 
tinually sacrificing the ordinary practices 
and habits of living which from time im- 
memorial have constituted the funda- 
mental attributes of a gentleman. The un- 
avoidable result is a lowering of standards. 

b. That the only alternative to a is for 
an officer to be required to possess outside 
means in order to accept a commission. 

b. That the only alternative to “a” is for 
there is springing up in our Army two 
classes of officers, those with outside 
means and those without outside means. 
A continuation of this condition of inade- 
quate pay can result in but two things: 

(1) That we, in our democratic country, 
will be forced to go to the foreign system 
of making the acceptance of a commis- 
sion contingent upon an assured outside 
income, or 

(2) We will be forced to acknowledge 
two classes of officers in our service, gen- 
tlemen and others. 

d. That the inadequacy of pay denies 
an officer the natural expectancy of as- 
suming the responsibilities of a wife and 
family without subjecting the wife to such 
deprivations as are apt to jeopardize the 
marital] status. 

e. That there should be adopted a scale 
of pay based upon the rank and service 
of the officer, commensurate with the posi- 
tion and responsibility to which his grade 
entitles him and adequate to enable him, 
in the exercise of his office, to Share with 
his civilian associates their inherent right 
to live modestly as gentlemen with some 
hope of providing against future contin- 
gencies.
